the disorder.

As the troops and prison 
guards moved Into the grounds

Afur the February riots, 
the nears peace was nce 
casionally broken. by strange 
eries in the night. In the 
morning, the body of a con- 
viet would be found, 
mutilated. 
The February riots resulted 
in the Prisons Director’ and his 
stant being suspended and 
charged by the Administration. 
The Philippines Under- 
Secretary of Justice, Mr Enrique 
Fernandez, was then -appointed 
acting Prisons Director.— 
Reuter.
